gurantees of personal liberties or rights 
of property; no legldatlon can be nul- 
lified on the alleged infringement of 
such rights. Therein it differs fnmi 
that of the United Bta^. The prob- 
lem in Canada- arises from the distri- 
bution of powers between tfie Domin- 
ion Parliament and the Provincial; leg- 
islatures. This distribution was made 
in 1867; it has not since been changed. 

The Constitution assigns "the regu- 
lation of trade and commerce" to the 
Dominion Parliament; it assigns 
"property and civil rights in the prov- 
ince" to the Provincial legislatures. It 
is tlie conflict between tliese two powers 
which is principally responsible for 
the present constitutional problem. 

The team "property and civil rights" 
is wide enough to include nearly all 
legislation outside of pure criminal 
law; and it has been so interpreted by 
the Courts. Hie control of labor in 
industrial undertakings has been de- 
clared to be primarily 'within the 
competence of . tiie Provincial legisla- 
tures. 'This has been undérstood to 
apply to the whole field of social leg- 
islation, such as unemployment insur- 
ance, old age pensions, mhiimum wage 
laws, and acts regulating hours of 
work. The courts have declared un- 
constitutional a Federal . Act for the 
sdttlemq]t^or.str^^ : lockouts, as 
well ns^'Federai-'Acts "regulating com- 
bines and prices, on the ground that 
they infringed liiwii ■ "property and 
civil rights.". The Dominion power to 
regulate trade and conunerce was rele- 
gated to a subsidiary and auxiliary 
function. It therefore would appear 
that Mr. Bennett's attempts to intro- 
duce imiformlty of social legislation 
and to regulate industry may be shat- 
tered on the rocks of constitutionalism 
In order to avert constitutional diffi- 
culties, the government may proceed 
in one of tliree ways: (a) by amend- 
ment of the Constitution; (b) by re 
quiring concurrent provincial legisla- 
tion; (c) by the exercise of a combhi- 
ation of Dominion legislative powers 
The first method is difficult because 
the power of amendment is .not vested 
hi the Dominion; it requhres an Act of 
the British Parliament, The ..method. 
of concurrent legislation is lti«a|ra^ 
lent and unsatisfactory, particularly 



to the importation of foreign goods 
produced by labor receiving a lower 
wage than the N. R. A. minimum and 
working longer hours than the N. R. A. 
maximum. Mr. Bennett declared his 
opposition to a policy of higher wages 
and shorter ah ours ^fof tn exporUng | 
country like^!^uS^7 Cloeer trade re- 
lations with the United States there- 
fore seemed imiikely for .'some time. 

The situation has now changed. A 
reciprocal trade treaty is under con- 
sideration by both countries. ' It Is in 
accord with the policies of the Roose- 
velt Administration: It runs counter to 
the traditions of ,ttoe.;^ConsemttVe 
Party. Nevertheless, thé circumstances 
are opportune: the New Deal in both 
countries may remove . certain diffi- 
culties. Tlie effectiveness of the pro- 
posed agreement will be detemined by 
the extent of protectionist senthnent 
in each country. In Canada, it appears 



that Mr. Bennett proposes to offer a 
trade agreement, based upsn lower tar- 
iffs, to the farmer :j ■ the West; he 
offers his social îeslî^aiion primarily 
to the industrial wr.iksr in tJie East.

where uniformity is necessary. The 
third involves the exercise pf the 
following Domhiion powers: 

(a) The regulation of trade and 
commerce; , . 

(b) The raiding ^of money by any 
mode OT^^^^^^K^im; 

(c) T5i^^m8S?fl^ttie'. postal 
service; 

. (d) The criminal law;' , 

(e) The power^itot perf orm the 
obligations arising under treaties; 

(f ) The power "to make laws for the 
peace, order and good government of 
Canada." 

It may be taken for granted that the 
Dominion Parliament may enact legis- 
lation regulating inter-provincial and 
internatlona lit radeillg of 
this power^Rffie^^iSBWtPSovernment 
may attempt to impose minimum wages 
and maximum hours of work on in- 
dustries engaged In such trade and 
commerce. It may invoke in aid of this 
legislation the exercise of the Federal 
powers of taxation, the control of the 
postal service, the enactment of 
criminal law and the enactment of 
laws for "peace, order aaid good gov- 
ernment." Suoh legislation may, of 
course, be nullified by the courts on 
the ground that It' is "colorable" — 
that Is, that it .seela to do iiidirectly 
what it cannot do directly. 

Recant Judicial decisions have drawn 
attention to the power of the Domin- 
ion Parliament to legislate in the per- 
formance of obligations assumed by i 
Canada or by any Province under j 
treaties. Canada is a signatory to the I 
Treaty of Versailles and is a. member j 
of the Leaigtie of Nations. ' The govern- j 
ment may now propose to Parliament i 
the ratification of some of the Geneva , 
Conventions dealing with social legis- 1 
latlon. It may then contend that it is | 
within Its constitutional jurisdiction to 
enact measures in the performance of 
the obligations thereby assumed: the 
issue of Provincial rights could not be 
raised. It was principally on this 
power that Mr. Bennett relied In as- 
serting the constitutionality of the 
first social reform measure introduced 
—the Unemployment Insurance Bill. 
He was asking ParUament to imple- 
ment by legislation the labor provisions 
of the lïeaty rof Versailles. He has 
since proposed, the ratification of con- 
ventions regulating wages and houra of 
work. It is a novel procedure for solv- 
ing constitutional problems. , Its suc- 
cess will depend upon the attitude of 
the courts.
